from City Council 


Hospital 
asks for 
more beds 


Lompoc City Council will consider a 
request Tuesday night that the city code 
be amended to allow public dancing until 
5 a.m. instead of the present 1:45 a.m. as 
an accommodation to a new disco danc­ 
ing business. 
Also on the agenda for the council 
meeting which starts at 7:30 p.m. at City 
Hall, 119 W. Walnut Ave., are public 
hearings relating to changes in the 
animalkeeping ordinances and on assess­ 
ments against property owners for weed 
abatement services. 
The change in dancing hours is being 
asked by Howard Brown of Radio Station 
KLOM who is in the process of setting up 
the disco dancing business at Lompoc 
City Bowl on Ocean at Seventh. 
The present city code says that no 
dancing will be permitted after 1 a.m. 
few minors and after 1:45 a.m. for other 
public dances. Brown is proposing to 
stage dancing every Friday and Saturday 
night from 8 p.m. to midnight for minors 
and from 1 to 5 a.m. for adults. 
Brown’s request states that no 
alcoholic beverages will be sold either to 
minors or adults during the hours of 
operation. He says in a communication 
to the council that if the regulation is left 
unchanged, it will be an impairment to 
his business 
Commenting on the proposed change, 
Police Chief J D. Smith said. “It is not 
our intent to interfere with private 
enterprise. I would like, however, to 
point out that we can reasonably expect 
additional policing problems should the 
recommended change in the ordinance 
be approved.” 
Chief Smith added, “Based upon 
knowledge gained from providing 
security at events of this type, we feel 
that approval of such a change would be 
detrimental to the safety and welfare of 
our community.” 
He said it would be “virtually impos­ 
sible” to eliminate entirely drinking in 
vehicles in the parking lot as well as to 
detect persons carrying alcohol into the 
dance hall, making the control of alcohol 
or drug usage “extremely difficult.” 
“Another problem area certain to 
arise is the increase of disturbance com­ 
plaints from citizens living in and around 
areas where public dances are con 
ducted,” Smith added, noting that such 
dances also are held at Union Hall, 
Veterans Memorial Building, Grange 
Hall and other places. 
The extended hours of public dancing 
also would present staffing problems for 
the police department, since the present 
ordinance requires a dance applicant to 
employ police offers to keep the peace at 
such events 
The animal ordinance hearings mark 
the second go-around on the issue for the

State considering putting 
beach parks out to bid 


The state is compiling feasibility 
studies on the possibility of contracting 
all or parts of El Capitan and Refugio 
state parks to private concessionaires 
S ta te P a rk s and R e c r e a tio n 
spokesman Ray Chapman said this 
morning. “It is questionable what con­ 
cessions Refugio or El Capitan can 
handle,” but added that at “one or the 
other there will probably be an adver­ 
tisement for bids sometime next year 
Chapman also confirmed that State 
Parks and Recreation Director Herbert 
Rhodes was scheduled to stop at Gaviota 
state park today, although he said he 
didn’t specifically know why. 
“I would just say that 1» is «town there 
to look at it,” Rhodes simply stated 
Gaviota was considered for develop­ 
ment as a private concession about two 
years' ago. according to Chapman, but 
the final decision was that “it wasn’t 
feasible’’ 
“What was considered for Gaviota was 
a 500-site campsite,” Chapman claimed, 
“and it would have required a substan­ 
tial investment. Because of climates and 
winds, it was not considered a desirable 
location. 
“The consideration for concessions,” 
explained Chapman, “is to provide some 
public facility with something we can’t 
provide Whether it is run by the state or 


someone else doesn’t matter as long as 
the service is available to the public.” 
Chapman wasn’t sure if a concession- 
run park would cost the public more, but 
said. “As a general rule, fees have to be 
in line with state park fees.” 
Chapman said the department “wants 
development at both parks,” and that the 
feasibility studies would determine 
which if any parts of the parka would be 
opened up for private bids. 
Concessions at the park could range 
from beach-front snack bars to camp­ 
site developments to the leasing of an en­ 
tire park, Chapman said. 
“Ordinarily concessions are rather 
small,” Chapman noted “Very rarely 
does the state consider leasing a whole 
park unit. But it might be considered in 
the event that the investment required 
would be so huge, that the investor would 
need the whole park to get his invest­ 
ment back.” 
The size of the initial outlay would also 
determine the length of the lease. 
“Mr. Rhodes is very opposed to long 
term contracts of any kind,” Chapman 
said “He likes a maximum of four to 
five years,” 
“In principle he opposes long terra 
contracts, but If he decides to ask for a 
large investment he would have to con­ 
sider a long term investment.” 
Mayors agree to hold off 
coast commission vacancy 


The five mayors in Santa Barbara 
County agreed this morning that they 
would not declare any vacancy on the 
South Central Regional Coastal Commis­ 
sion until Dec. 31 thereby keeping the 
present representative, Mayen- Ernest 
Wullbrandt of Carpintería. 
The mayors also agreed not to tamper 
with the representatives on the Local 
Agency Formation Commission until 
that date. Present representatives are 
Mayor E C. Stevens of Lompoc and 
Mayor David Shiffman of Santa Barbara. 


The mayors stated the the whole mat­ 
ter is contingent upon the Coastal Com­ 
mission scheduled to go out of business 
on that date, according to law. Should the 
legislature extend the life of the com­ 
mission, the mayors will consider a 
vacancy. 
The action put off a controversial issue 
as to whether or not the north county 
should have representation on the com­ 
mission 
The votes were unanimous in the 
meeting held in Solvang.

Even a $3.000 application fee is no 
gurantee that 13 intermediate care beds 
will be added to the Convalescent Care 
Center of the Lompoc Hospital District 
The district has made application to 
the Ventura-Santa Barbara Health 
Systems Agency (called the Channel 
Counties Comprehensive Health Plann­ 
ing Council until recently) and a public 
hearing is set for 2 p.m. July 29 at the 
Solvang 
Municipal Improvement 
District building at Oak and First Street 
in Solvang. 
Acting hospital administrator Jane 
Flaherty said last week that the II beds 
are needed because there are 110 people 
on the waiting list for the care facility. 
“They would relieve some skilled nurs­ 
ing beds that are being used by in­ 
termediate care patients and this would 
save the patients money and the tax­ 
payers who pay for Medi-Care," she 
said She explained that charges are 
higher for a skilled nursing bed. 
The facility now has 61 licensed beds 
— 11 intermediate care and 50 skilled 
nursing Six skilled nursing beds are be­ 
ing used by intermediate care patients 
and additional l.C. patients are on the 
waiting list. 
With the approval of the board of 
directors, the district has applied for 13 
more intermediate care beds at an ap­ 
plication cost of $2,000. But such an exor­ 
bitant fee doesn't mean the request will 
be granted. 
Wayne Curtis, acting projects review 
and development specialist for the 
Health Systems Agency, reports that a 
staff analysis of the application points 
out that state and agency policy dictates 
the “current area plan” cannot be 
changed. 
This analysis will be considered by the 
review body which is composed in part 
by the Santa Barbara County Health 
Commission 
Any change in the number of beds hi a 
convalescent hospital, said Curtis, is 
made when a new area plan is aitopted 
each year, not through a reviewing 
process. 
Does this mean that the reviewing 
body will automatically decide against 
the district’s application? 
• If they abide by state and local policy 
that will happen,” he replied. 
Applications must be processed by the 
Health Systems Agency; “We have no 
alternative,” said Curtis 
Mrs Flaherty stated that the applica­ 
tion is being made because “we have to 
do something and the need is here,” 
“It’s an impetus to get them to change 
the plan,” she noted 
According to Curtis, it is not uncom 
mon for convalescent hospitals to submit 
a bed request application. Some requests 
have been granted, but mostly after the 
reviewing board’s decision was appealed 
at the state level 
The application coat of $2,006 is set by 
the state and goes to cover the expense 
of the public hearing, “other meetings,” 
lawyers and court reporters, Curtis said. 


CHOWCHILLA (UPI) - Police were 
reported today to have been told that an 
informant heard three men conspiring to 
kidnap children in the area of 
Chowchilla, scene of the mass abduction 
of 26 children and a school bus driver. 
Authorities, searching for the three 
kidnapers of the children and driver who 
were found unharmed last Friday, were 
advised that a San Quentin prison infor­ 
mant apparently disclosed that in 1975 he 
heard three inmates plotting to carry out 
the kidnaping and keep the children in 
caves. One of the three wanted revenge 
against a small community in Madera 
county, where Chowchilla is located, the 
informant said. 
The man was described in an alert dis­ 
tributed to police throughout the state as 
about 35 years old, weighing 150 pounds 
and having a receding hairline and scars 
on his jaw. 
Another suspect was identified by the 
informant as six feet, two inches tall and 
weighing about 220 pounds. He was 
described as a cowboy or calf roper. The 
third man was said to be about 35 years 
old, six feet tall with jet black hair. He 
was said to be from Raymond, which is 
in Madera county, 30 miles northeast of 
Chowchilla. 
Alameda County Sheriff Ed Voipe said 
earlier in San Leandro that names and 
photographs of two suspects could be ob­ 
tained within 48 hours as a result of in­ 
formation supplied by a Sonora county 
man. 
The information, Voipe said, pinpoints 
where the suspects were “on specific 
dates within the last year.” 
Meanwhile, authorities discovered the 
two vans used to haul the victims to the 
cavern that was their underground 
prison were purchased at a military sur­ 
plus firm. 


Madera County Sheriff Ed Bates said 
Sunday night the vans were purchased by 
the same man, using a fictitious name, in 
November at the Alameda County firm. 
A third one, he said, was bought at the 
same time by another using a phony 
name 
All three were registered with the 
state Department of Motor Vehicles at 
Los Gatos last Wednesday, the sheriff 
said. 
Bates said the information resulted 
from a license number noted by the bus 
driver, Frank Ray, 55, and some of the 
older children 
Bates said the owner of the company 
confirmed the sates and Alameda County 
sheriff’^ deputies were trying to cootact 
the salesman who handled all three tran­ 
sactions. 
The youngsters were taken hostage by 
three men Thursday as Ray was driving 
them home from summer school. The 
bus was hidden in a remote, dry 
creek bed 
The victims were placed in a buried 
tractor-traiter van in a rock quarry near 
Livermore, 100 mites north of here. 
After 16 hours, they managed to dig 
themselves out. 
The victims said they saw only three 
men and their heads were covered with 
stockings They said the gunmen talked 
little and gave no inkling why they 
staged the kidnap No ransom demands 
were made

During the next four weeks, Ronald 
Reagan and Gerald Ford will search for 
that elusive flashpoint of support that 
could end their increasingly bitter 
struggle for the Republican presidential 
nomination and allow the fulltime pur­ 
suit of Jimmy Carter and his unified 
Democratic party. 
With the Aug. 16 GOP convention near­ 
ing, UPI’s count showed President Ford 
has 1.096 delegates pledged or leaning to 
him white 1,062 were committed or lean­ 
ing to Reagan. There are 99 uncommit­ 
ted votes. 
It is unquestionably from that pile of 
delegates that a victory for Ford or 
Reagan will emerge Both men could 
boast of productive delegate harvests 
during last weekend as a wedge for more 
support 
The President drew to within 32 votes 
of the 1,130 needed for nomination in 
Kansas City by sweeping all 35 of Con­ 
necticut’s delegates. But the windfall 
was tempered by Reagan's 20-0 shutout 
of For4 among Utah delegates on the 
same day. 
White the Republicans were jockeying 
for position. Carter, the Democratic 
nominee, had a quiet time at home in 
Plains. Ga.. stopping to teach a Sunday 
school class, and relaxing for the moat 
part.

This makes the third such 
clinic in town. The Community 
Medical Clinic. 119 South B St . 
opened in February and the 
Medical Day Clinic. 104 South C 
St.. began several weeks later 
The Lompoc Health CUnic is 
a branch of the La Casa 
Regional Family Health Center 
which is located in Santa Bar­ 
bara and has another branch in 
G uadalupe. 
F inanced by 
federal, state and private 
grants, the La Casa health 
center is a part of La Casa De 
La Raza, a non-profit organiza­ 
tion based in Santa Barbara. 
Lompoc's newest clinic will 
be open on Tuesday from 8:30 
a.m. to 12:30 p.m. Wednesday 
from 2 to 6 p.m. and Friday 
from 9 a m to 5 p.m. 
According to the dinic direc­ 
tor. Guillermo Barela, the 
facility provides only primary 
medical care. Patients with 
serio u s illn e sse s will be 
referred to a hospital. 
He describes the clinic as a 
grass roots operation that is run 
in part by volunteers and fur­ 
nished with donated supplies. 
Fees charged are scaled to in­ 
come. but if patients have no 
resources, the service will be 
free “if our resources allow,” 
said Barela 
An important feature of the 
clinic, he added, is that in­ 
terpreters will be on hand to as­ 
sist Spanish speaking only 
patients 
The staff doctors are Dr. Leo 
Baker, a physician at FCI. am)

registered nurses, eight 
bilingual volunteers and five 
child attendant volunteers. 
Transportation will be 
provided for those patients in 
need and the clinic will furnish 
an attendant to watch patients' 
children in the home if needed. 
Hours of the clinic will be ex­ 
panded soon, said Barela. 
"What we're doing is starting 
out slow and later filling out." 
he said. 
The Lompoc Health Clinic 
will later provide free medical 
education classes to the public 
Patients can walk in off the 
street for medical care for the 
clinic's first hour of operation 
during the day. but after that 
appointments are preferred, 
said the director. 
The clinic’s phone number is 
6-4402. 
Additional volunteers to work 
in the clinic are needed. Barela 
states.

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United Auto Workers begin 
negotiations on contract 


THE BETTER HALF 


DETROIT (UPI) - Tradi­ 
tionally. negotiations between 
the United Auto Workers and 
the nation’s four major auto 
companies open with a hand­ 
shake. For the past nine years, 
it’s been just as traditional for 
them to end with a strike. 
This year, observers say, 
things will be different. 
UAW President Leonard 
Woodcock planned to open the 
talks today, appearing for the 
traditional handshake with 
negotiators at General Motors 
Corp. On Tuesday, he will 
repeat the performance at Ford 
Motor Co. and on succeeding 
days at Chrysler Corp. and 
American Motors Corp. 


The talks are beginning a 
week later than in past years 


because UAW officials were in 
New York City last week to help 
select Jimmy Carter as the 
Democratic presidential can­ 
didate. Woodcock, an early 
Carter backer, is almost as­ 
sured of a post in a Carter ad­ 
ministration. 
In a year when labor con­ 
tracts covering more than 4Vfc 
million workers are being 
worked out, the UAW-auto com­ 
pany talks are the largest and 
may be the most peaceful, 
observers say. 
“There just doesn’t seem to 
be the mood for any major 
walkout,” one veteran labor 
observer said. “But all that 
could change by the time the 
strike deadline of midnight, 
Sept. 14, approaches.”

Advisory board raps 
Dept, of Education 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
federal advisory board said to­ 
day the state Department of 
Education has failed to ensure 
compliance with federal and 
state laws regulating bilingual 
education. 
The California Advisory Com­ 
mittee to the U.S. Civil Rights 
Commission said «only about 
half of the state’s 233,000 stu­ 
dents who speak little or no 
English benefit from available 
bilingual programs. 
Wilson Riles, state Superin­ 
tendent of Public Instruction, 
called the report “ a self- 
serving exercise in how to 
waste taxpayer dollars.” 
The 100-page report said that 
in a 1974 survey, the education 
department identified 11 state 
and federal programs costing 
$36 million which were 
designed to aid bilingual educa­ 
tion. 
The report added, however, 
that in 1975 Legislative Analyst 
A. Alan Post reported that only 
124,229 students were par­ 
ticipating in the projects. 
The study said the depart­ 
ment failed to collect adequate 
information on bilingual educa­ 
tion programs, and. when it 
found school districts were not 
complying with laws “it made 
little effort to enforce 
compliance.” 
Phillip Montez, direct«“ of 
the commission's western 


regional office, said “ the 
department appears to be 
d e lib e r a t e ly s tr a n g lin g 
bilingual education in the 
state.” 
The report’s 20 recommenda­ 
tions included suggestions that : 
— An annual census of 
limited and non-English speak­ 
ing students be conducted. 
— A single unit in the depart­ 
ment be designated to handle 
a ll b ilin g ua l ed u cation 
programs 
— The department “vigorous­ 
ly” enforce all laws regulating 
bilingual education. 
Riles attacked the report for 
using information which he said 
was “old and outdated.” 
"There was almost no at­ 
tempt to use up-to-date infor­ 
mation supplied by the Depart­ 
ment of Education, which 
would cast doubts on the 
report’s interpretations and 
tone.” he said in a prepared 
statement 
Riles said the committee ig­ 
nored a 1976 report by the 
legislative analyst”which made 
only one major recommenda­ 
tion for improving bilingual 
education.” 
The superintendent added 
that the department has al­ 
ready started, or is in the 
process of implementing ¿11 of 
the report’s 20 recommenda­ 
tions 
" w h e n e v e r 
the 
recommendations are finan­ 
cially practicable.”

has called strikes to back its de­ 
mands — 68 days against Ford 
in 1967, 67 days against General 
Motors in 1970 and nine days at 
Chrysler in 1973. 
Key issues appear to be job 
security, an all-encompassing 
term the union is using to label 
its demands for job protection 
for present workers and crea­ 
tion of more jobs; improved un­ 
employment benefits to cush­ 
ion workers during layoffs;* 
health care costs; an industry 
demand that auto workers 
share in the rapidly escalating 
costs; and improved pensions. 
The industry is in its 
strongest position since 1973, 
when it negotiated new con­ 
tracts as the Arab oil embargo 
was triggering a two-year sl­ 
ump that at one point put 
212,000 workers on indefinite 
layoff and another 100,000 on 
temporary layoffs. 
With GM and Ford locked in a 
battle with the introduction of 
1977-model cars in the fall, the 
likelihood of a strike seems 
even more remote. 
Once the ceremonies are out 
of the way, union and company 
negotiators at each company 
will meet in committees to 
determine what issues might 
become sore spots. 
The UAW traditionally pre­ 
sents its demands to each com­ 
pany by late August.The four 
automakers can be expected to 
present nearly identical 
counteroffers. 
At that point, the UAW 
selects its “target” — the com- 
any that must settle by the 
strike deadline on a pattern- 
setting agreement or face a 
strike while its competitors 
continue to build cars. 
Observers say Ford — last 
the strike target in 1967 — ap­ 
peared the likely “target,” but 
Woodcock said GM or Chrysler 
are just as likely.

Deadline set 
for cannery 
worker strike 
BURLINGAME. Calif. (UPI) 
— Teamsters Union officials 
have set a strike deadline for 
Tuesday in their negotiations on 
a new contract f « 60,000 can­ 
nery w«kers in California 
A walkout would effect 30,000 
employes now and another 
30,000 later in the summer at 
the peak of the fruit and tomato 
harvest time. 
“This is a reluctant action on 
our part but one forced upon 
the workers by refusal of 
employers to give them an 
equitable contract,” Freddy S. 
Sanchez, president of the 
Teamsters California Council 
of Canner and Food Processing 
Unions, said Sunday. 
Sanchez said a federal 
mediator would join a joint 
bargaining session today in 
hopes of hammering out an ac­ 
ceptable agreement before the 
strike deadline. 
The union contract expired 
June 30. and members, by a 
vote of 85 per cent, authorized 
their negotiators to call a 
strike. They remained on the 
job on a day-to-day basis, and 
said they would give 24-hour 
notice on a walkout. 
Growers said previously that 
a walkout this summer would 
have a devastating effect. 


MADRID, Spain (UPI) - At 
least 14 bombs exploded across 
Spain Sunday on the 40th an­ 
niversary of the military upris­ 
ing that started the Spanish 
Civil War and established the 
regime of Generalissimo Fran­ 
cisco Franco. 
The devices went off in the 
early morning hours at govern­ 
ment buildings or monuments 
in Madrid, Barcelona, Bilbao, 
Segovia and El Ferrol. The ex­ 
plosions injured two persons 
but no deaths were reported. 
However, police in Madrid 
shot and killed Carlos Her­ 
nandez Exposito, 29, when he 
failed to obey an order to halt, 
authorities said. 
Police said the bombings ap­ 
peared to be a “preconceived 
plan #ith terrorist objectives” 
and government officials specu­ 
lated extremist left-wing or 
anarchist factions might be 
responsible. 
Political sources said they ex­ 
pected an angry reaction from 
right-wingers who already were 
cool to the democratization 
plans of King Juan Carlos and 
his young government. 
The two injured in the Sunday 
explosions were elderly night 
watchmen at the Ministry of 
Justice in Madrid. Another five 


persons wre injured Saturday 
when a bomb damaged a labor 
union office in the northwestern 
city of Vigo. 
Bombs at the national and 
provincial headquarters of the 
official labor union in Madrid 
wrecked whole floors, police 
said. 
In El Ferrol, the birthplace of 
Franco, a dynamite time bomb 
shattered a large polished 
granite cross honoring the 
Nationalist dead in the civil 
war. 
“It would have to be someone 
who is against the regime of 
July 18,” one administration of­ 
ficial said. 
Franco led an army mutiny 
July 18, 1936, in the Spanish 
Morocco that spread to the 
Spanish mainland and soon 
engulfed the nation in civil war.

Lebanon (UPI) - 
Hundreds of Americans and 
other foreign nationals today 
prepared to flee Beirut in what 
may be the last organized 
evacuation of foreigners. New

The 
reports said Moslem gunmen 
guarding the main mountain 
highway to Beirut at Sofar, 15 
mites east of the capital, ex­ 
changed sporadic machine gun 
fire with Syrian troops 
The Syrians moved fresh 
troops, at least 30 armored 
vehicles, rocket launchers and 
heavy artillery up die road to 
Sofar and toward leftist out­ 
posts around Ain tour ah. seven 
mites farther north. 
The reinforcements appeared 


to signal Damascus’s final 
rejection of Palestinian de­ 
mands for a withdrawal from 
Sofar and cemented a deadlock 
in peace negotiations. 
At the U.S. embassy in 
Beirut, hundreds waited in line 
for hours to sign up for 
Tuesday’s evacuation convoy, 
which was expected to go 
overland to Damascus. 


Officials said they had 
registered 347 foreigners, in­ 
cluding 161 Americans and their 
dependents. 


CHOWCHILLA, Calif. (UPI) 
— Madera County Sheriff Ed 
Bates wants FBI assistance in 
the bus kidnap case, and he 
thinks the nation’s No. 1 
policeman was wrong in pulling 
out the agents.

“By assuming jurisdiction 
and sending in teams of highly 
competent agents we were un­ 
able to pursue normal police in­ 
vestigative methods with our 
manpower and financial 
capabilities,” he said in a 
telegram to the attorney 
general. 
“The sudden and unexpected 
withdrawal in the middle of the 
investigation left a vacuum dif­ 
ficult to fill and taxed the 
resources of the county and 
State of California and hinders 
our investigation.” 
Bates, who wears civilian 
clothes and packs a chrome- 
plated .45-caliber automatic, 
also said that, if Levy had the

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
cost of sending first class let­ 
ters by special delivery in­ 
creased Sunday from 80 cents to 
$1.25 as part of a series of new 
U.S. Postal Service rates. 
Under rate changes effective 
at 12:01 a.m. Sunday in each 
time zone, the fee for certified 
mail went from 40 cents to 60 
cents. The minimum insurance 
fee, material valued up to $15, 
increased from 25 cents to 40 
cents. 
For money orders of up to $10 
and for special handling of mail 
weighing up to two pounds, the 
fee increased from SO cents to 
50 cents. 
Sending registered mail 
valued at up to $100 now costs a 
minimum of $2.10. rather than 
$1 25. 
The Postal Service also made 
several postage rate changes 
that mainly affect commercial 
mailers. They included moder­ 
ate reductions in rates for 
many types of third class 
advertising mail and small in­ 
creases for second class 
magazines. 
Third class mail charges vary 
according to a complicated set 
of calculations based on the 
weight of the material and the 
amount of sorting performed by 
the mailer.

Groups say ERDA 
fought proposition 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Nine public interest groups 
have charged that the Energy 
Research and Development Ad­ 
ministration put up an official 
front of neutrality on the 
California nuclear safety in­ 
itiative this spring but actually 
worked hard to defeat the 
measure. 
John Abbotts, the author of a 
report made public by the nine 
groups, said Sunday that the 
ERDA was “lying through its 
teeth.” 
An ERDA spokesman said his 
agency believes decisions such 
as the one in California should 
be left up to state voters. But he 
said ERDA has a duty to res­ 
pond to requests for infor­ 
mation and help make sure such 
decisions are informed ones. 
The groups behind the new 
report said they are seeking a 
number of actions against 
ERDA. They said they have 
asked congressmen to call for a 
General Accounting Office in­ 
vestigation and are urging 
California officials to investi­ 
gate whether any state laws 
were violated. 
The measure in question, part 
of the June 8 California 
primary, was the nation's first 
public vote on the future of 
atomic power and was defeated 
two to one. Had it passed, it 
would have imposed tough 
regulations that could have 
resulted in a nuclear moratori­ 
um in California. 
Environmentalists, public in­ 
terest activitists and some 
scientists favored passage, 
stressing the threats posed by 
widespread use of atomic reac­ 
tors. The utilities, the nuclear 
industry and federal energy of­ 
ficials opposed the measure. 
“Initiatives and related tegis- 
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lative proposals on nuclear 
power are pending in several 
states.’’ a spokesman for 
ERDA said He said the agency 
believes such issues should be 
decided by the voters in each 
state. 
“ERDA does have a role and 
responsibility, however, to re­ 
spond to requests for informa­ 
tion from the public and to 
provide technological and other 
relevant information so that the 
decision of the voters — 
whatever it may be — will be 
an informed one,” the spokes­ 
man said. 
Supporters and opponents 
alike said passage in California 
might have triggered a string of 
similar measures in other 
states, particularly in the West. 
There are nuclear power in­ 
itiatives on the November 
ballot in five states — Arizona. 
Colorado, Montana, Oregon and 
Washington.

New York returned to their jobs 
today, although some some 
began filtering back to work 
Sunday. 
The union agreed to end the 
strike after the hospital man­ 
agement group Saturday pro­ 
mised to submit the salary dis­ 
pute to arbitration. A panel of 
arbiters w ill determine if the 
workers should get a 7 per cent 
cost-of-living pay hike recom­ 
mended last month by a federal 
factfinding panel. 
Strikebound Cincinnati hospi­ 
tals began increasing patient 
loads Sunday despite a walkout 
by nonmedical employes. Pa­ 
tient loads were reduced after 
the strike began last week. 


But officials at General 
Hospital, largest of the two 
strikebound facilities, said Sun­ 
day staff members and volun­ 
teers had picked up the slack 
ami patient loads were returned 
to normal. Officials said the 
emergency room at General 
also was back to normal opera­ 
tion. 


Some progress was reported 
in negotiations to settle the 
walkout by 1,800 workers 
against the hospital and the 
University of Cincinnati, which 
operates the medical facilities. 
But a union spokesman said the 
two sides remained “ far 
apart.” 


There was little sign of 
progress toward breaking a 
stalemate m a week-old nurses* 
strike against 15 Seattle, Wash., 
area hospitals. No talks were 
scheduled but there were in­ 
dications a federal mediator 
planned to try to get both sides 
back to the bargaining table 
this week. 


Negotiators for 250 members 
of the Tennessee Nurses As­ 
sociation in Memphis told 
federal mediators they would 
begin discussions preliminary 
to resuming talks with the 
Memphis-Shelby County Hospi­ 
tal Authority. The nurses were 
set to strike Friday but at the 
last minute agreed to stay on 
the job.

Pot seizures 
show increase 
LOS A N G ELES (U P I) - 
Marijuana seisures in Los 
Angeles County increased 768 
per cent during the first six 
months of California's marijua­ 
na decriminalization law, au­ 
thorities announced 
Sheriff Peter Pitchess, a 
major opponent of the new law, 
said the mid-year report shows 
Ik was right when he warned 
that the measure would “ create 
a clim ate” for illic it drug 
dealers. 
“ This increase should be 
proof positive that the social ex­ 
periment with marijuana 
decriminalization has become a 
social nightmare,” Pitchess 
said. 
Arrests for possession of 
marijuana, including citations 
issued for small amounts of pot 
under the new law, rose 9 per 
cent during the same period. 
The report also revealed a 
1,398 per cent increase in 
seizures of Angel’s Dust and a 
275 per cent boost in arrests in­ 
volving the hallucinogenic drug 
Heroin seziures were up 29 
per cent cent and arrests up 55 
per cent over 1975 figures, bar­ 
biturate seizures rose 385 per 
cent and arrests 41 per cent, 
and amphetamine seizures 
were up 44 per cent and arrests 
16 per cent. 
“ I can’t see a single bright 
prospect throughout the re­ 
port,” 
Pitchess commented. 
"Seizures, arrests and the 
whole narcotics picture are tak­ 
ing on frightening proportions. 
‘Historically, we can also an­ 
ticipate a rise in street crimes 
as more addicts seek more 
money.”

Teen-ager sought in Tel Aviv bombing 


T EL AVIV, Israel (U P I) - 
Security forces today sought a 
slim teen-ager who scurried off 
a bus minutes before a bomb 
hidden in a tin can exploded on 
a commuter run to Tel Aviv, in­ 
juring 11 persons. 
Flying glass and nails packed 
inside the device wounded 
seven Jews and four Arabs 
among the 40 passengers on 
their way to jobs in the Tel Aviv 
area Sunday, a regular working 
day in Israel. 
Driver Simcha Wallach said 
he checked the bus and found 
nothing suspicious before leav­ 
ing the station at Kfar Saba, a 
Jewish settlement some 20 
miles from Tel Aviv in an area 
heavily populated by Arabs. 
The bomb was triggered by a 
watch connected with cheap 
plastic wiring to two electric 
batteries and three ounces of 
explosives. It exploded on a 
luggage rack as the bus passed 
through Ramat Gan, a Tel Aviv 
suburb. 
The blast shattered bus win­ 
dows and sent up a column of 


thick, black smoke Motorists 
took the injured to hospitals, 
where one was listed in serious 
condition. 
Police sources speculated the 
bomb was intended to go off in 
the teeming central bus station 
in downtown Tel Aviv. 
Passengers said a slim youth 
wearing a white shirt and blue 
trousers hurriedly left the bus 
at an outlying crossroads short­ 
ly before the explosion. 
Many of the Arab passengers 
were from the occupied towns 
of Kalkilya and Tulkarm in the 
West Bank of the Jordan, which 
Israel captured in the 1967 Mid­ 
dle East war. 
In other developments, m ili­ 
tary sources said the Israeli 
navy was holding a boat seized 
in international waters on its 
way from Egypt to Tyre, 
Lebanon, with ammunition for 
Palestinian forces in the 
Lebanese civil war. ' 
A patrol boat towed the dis­ 
abled ship into an Israeli port 
after picking up a distress 
signal, the sources said Sunday. 


Crew members first said they 
were carrying watermelons, 
but a search turned up a 
sizeable quantity of ammuni­ 
tion, including shells for 155mm 
cannon. 
The ship and its crew of 
Germans, Egyptians and Pales­ 
tinian Arabs were taken in 11 
days ago, but news of the 
seizure was witheld. 
The sailors said they loaded 
the ammunition on board at 
Alexandria. They sent out the 
distress signal after the ship’s 


engine broke down. 
In Jerusalem , the cabinet 
voted Sunday to cut the 
longtime link of the Israeli 
pound to the dollar and link it to 
a changing rate based on the 
value of French, German, 
Dutch and British money as 
well as the U.S. currency.

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Guyana joins boycott of Olympics 


MONTREAL (UP!) — John Hencken 
equalled his own world record of 1:03.8ft 
in a preliminary heat of the lOftmeter 
breaststroke this morning, but once 
again it was politics that took center 
stage at the Olympic Games when 
Guyana became the first Caribbean na­ 
tion to join the growing boycott by Black 
Africa. 
Guyana’s withdrawal came soon after 
an Afrcan leader called for the im­ 
mediate departure of the remaining 
countries in Ms bloc in protest of New 
Zealand’s sporting ties with South 
Africa. 
History also continued to be made on 
the sports front when the United States 
had the dubious honor of losing the first- 
ever women’s basketball game in Olym­ 
pic competition, dropping an 84-71 deci­ 
sion to Japan. 
The first of seven gold medals to be 
awarded today went to Karl-Heinz 
Smieszek of West Germany, who won the 
small bore rifle prone position event 
with an unofficial score of 507 out of 600. 
Queen Elizabeth was in attendance at 


the new Olympic swimming pool when 
the 22-year-old Hencken of Santa Clara, 
Calif., equalled Ms record. 
Hencken, the defending Olympic 
champion in the 200-meter breaststroke 
and a Stanford University junior, 
defeated Japan’s Nobutaka TagucM, the 
defending Olympic champion in the 
event 
The Queen, accompanied by Prince 
PMlip and Prince Andrew, watched 
without expression during the race and 
gave no discernible reaction as the world 
record was announced. 
Prince PMlip and Prince Andrew ap­ 
plauded as they had done during earlier 
heats won by Britain’s David Wilkie, 
considered Hencken’s top rival in the 
breaststroke, and David Ligh. 


The sem ifinals of the 100-meter 
breaststroke will be held Monday night. 
The US. women’s basketball team, 
trailing virtually all the way, was led by 
Lucy Harris, a 6-2-H forward from Delta 
State, with 17 points. Ann Meyers of 
UCLA, sister of Milwaukee Bucks’ 


forward Dave Meyers, and Patricia 
Roberts scored 14 each. 
On a far more significant note, the 
secretary general of the Supreme Coun­ 
cil for Sport in Africa said the boycott of 
the Olympic Games was only the beginn­ 
ing and that Black Africa would stay out 
of other major sporting events as well, 
such as the Commonwealth Games in 
Canada in 1978.

A check of delegations at the Olympic 
V illage indicated 25 nations had 
withdrawn from the Games —1 Nigeria, 
Ethiopia, Kenya, Zambia, Ghana, Chad, 
T ogo, the Congo, U gan d a, the 
Cameroons, Algeria, Iraq, Libya, Niger, 
Swaziland, Upper Volta, Tanzania, 
Mauritius, Somalia, Sudan, Gambia, 
Gabon, the Central African Republic, 


Malagasy and Zaire. 
American athletes, trying to keep their 
thoughts off politics now that the activity 
has started, had a lot to cheer about to­ 
day after swimmer Mike Bruner 
sounded the rallying cry for the U.S. 
“ We’re the best,’’ he screamed. “ Hey, 
hey, USA, all the way. This is the 
greatest tMng that could have happened 
to us. We’re gonna get everyone psyched 
and get more medals than anyone gave 
us credit for.” 
It was that kind of day for the 
Americans when politics almost gave 
way to sports, and matching each of 
their heroic deeds with words to match, 
the United States has gotten off to a run­ 
ning, boastful start in the Olympic 
Games. 
The first day of activity began for the 
U.S. with a devastating 106-86 victory 
over European champion Italy in basket­ 
ball, which immediately brought words 
of concession from every rival coach ex­ 
cept Russia’s. 
Then, in the space of 15 minutes during 


the evening, the Yanks reasserted their 
claim to world supremacy in swimming 
by setting two world records and earning 
three medals. And the sky-high Bruner, 
anticipating a telephone call from Presi­ 
dent Ford for being the first American 
gold medal winner, proclaimed, “ We 
have a chance to get every gold in every 
men’s event. The whole thing just 
freaked me out.” 


Bruner, who had Ms head shaved six 
hours before his race, led a U.S. sweep in 
the 200-meter butterfly with Ms world 
record time of one minute, 59.23 seconds. 
TMs came just 15 minutes after 6-6 John 
Naber, with a full head of blond hair, set 
a world mark of 56.19 seconds in qualify­ 
ing for tonight’s finals of the 100-meter 
backstroke. 


Before he got dressed, Naber watched 
the award ceremony for Bruner, silver 
medalist Steve Gregg and bronze medal 
ist Bill Forrester, and then yelled to i 
friend, “ Hey, go ask Bruner if that made 
the hair stand up on his head.”

Is Montreal 
the last 
Olympics?

MONTREAL (UPI) - These Olympic 
Games have been diluted already like no 
others before and the possibility keeps 
growing they may be watered down 
more before the closing ceremony two 
weeks from now, so much, that they 
could lose most of their meaning. 
The organizers like to pretend there is 
no problem here and the departure of 
nearly two dozen nations is notMng sig­ 
nificant, but if they think that way, 
they’re dead wrong and simply have 
their heads in the sand. 
What is happening now, with nations 
packing up and leaving over political is­ 
sues having nothing to do with sports, 
could finish the Olympics quicker than 
any other destructive force. Actually, 
the political events of the past few days 
have struck at the foundation of the 
Games like notMng ever has before. 
It is entirely possible they could mean 
this XXI Olympiad might be the last one 
ever staged. At least in its present form, 
anyway. 
One group here is called the South 
African NonRacial Olympic Committee. 
The head man is asking all Arab, Carib­ 
bean, Latin American and eastern bloc 
countries to join the Black African na­ 
tions and withdraw from the Games 
because New Zealand is competing in 
them. 
Dennis Brutus, leader of the African 
committee, says he can see other nations 
withdrawing daily right until the games 
end, and he could be right. 
The athletes who were instructed to 
pack their bags and leave also were 
directed not to talk with reporters. One 
Kenyan conveyed some of his feelings to 
me, though/ 
“ I worked so hard to get here, I would 
do anything to stay and compete,” he 
said. “ I think I had a good chance to win 
a gold medal, but that is all over with 
now ...If we are to keep speaking, 
though, you must go to my coach first 
and get permission to speak with me.” 
So I went to the Kenyan coach. He was 
watching one of the boxing bouts on 
television and pretended he didn’t under­ 
stand my question. When I repeated it, 
he considered the request a moment or 
so, then said no. I asked Mm if there was 
some reason he didn’t wish his athletes 
talking with reporters. 
“ Because I said so! ” was his answer. 
End of conversation. 
Communication between athletes is 
much better than that between some 
coaches and reporters. 
If a distance runner in Ethiopia dis­ 
covers a beneficial new training method, 
before the week is out another distance 
runner will get word of it in California. 
How? Through the grapevine. 
Before arriving here, U.S. athletes had 
advance word that African nations like 
Chad, Congo, Ghana, Ethiopia, Kenya, 
Nigeria and Gambia were pulling out of 
the Olympics. They heard that a week 
ago while they were training in Platts 
sburg. N.Y.. and all of them, the whites 
as well as the blacks, had an informal 
meeting and decided they didn’t wish to 
be part of any boycott. 
“ I just come here to run,” said Ed 
Moses Sunday.

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Howe claims he was 'trapped' 
Nation s 
A congressman in deep troubles

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SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - 
Congressman Allan Howe 
claims he was the victim of 
“some trap, or setup,” Two 
policewomen who posed as 
prostitutes say he propositioned 
them. 
The charge against him was a 
misdemeanor — allegedly 
so licitin g sex from the 
policewomen. But for the 40- 
year-old freshman Democrat 
seeking election to a second 
term, his political career was 
at stake. 
Today was set as Howe's day 
in City Court, to answer the 
highly publicized charges. First 
up was selection of a jury. 
Defense attorney Dean 
Mitchell said efforts in three 
courts to avoid the trial had 
failed and Howe, father of five, 
would appear before Judge 
Raymond Uno. 
Maintaining he is innocent 
and not “a quitter,“ Howe is a 
candidate for re-election in 
Utah’s 2nd Congressional Dis­ 
trict despite pressure from 
fellow Democrats, the state’s 
two major daily newspapers 
and his church. 
His arrest June 12 in the 
city’s red light district ws ex­ 
pected to result in “a most dif­ 
ficult campaign." 
Sen. Frank Moss, a Democrat 
and the senior member of 
Utah’s congressional delega­ 
tion. called Howe “unelec- 
table" because of the morals 
arrest. 
“I don’t think there is a 
prayer that he could be re­ 
elected in Utah even if he could 
beat the charge itself. After all. 
he was down there and he does 
not deny that," Moss said. 
Rep. Gunn McKay, D-Utah, 
and Gov. Calvin Rampton, also 
a Democrat, have urged Howe 
to drop his candidacy. 


n 
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Spencer Kimball, president of 
the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-Day Saints (Mormon) to 
which Howe belongs, said Howe 
“ought to give very serious 
thought to resigning.’’ 
Howe issued a statement 
promising to “tell my side fully 
at the appropriate time, in 
court, or through a public 
forum if necessary.” 
Howe claims he was lured to 
the red light district. 
“I was obviously the target of 
some trap or setup,” he said. 
, 
“I was lured to the scene of 
the incident under the false 
pretenses of an invitation to a 
political gathering. 
“There was a car. I did stop. I 
did have a conversation. But I 
did not have the conversation 
reported. It was a most foolish 
mistake. But the conversation 
as reported was false.” 
Police deny they set up Howe. 
They said seven other persons 
were arrested that night on the 
same street for soliciting sex 
from policewomen posing as 
prostitutes. 
Howe was arrested after 
allegedly offering 120 for sexual 
favors. The policewomen testi­ 
fied at a pretrial hearing that 
Howe initiated the sexual 
bargaining, that he said he was 
“just looking for some fun." 
Although the congressman 
has maintained he is confident 
a jury will acquit him and that 
he prefers exoneration in open 
court, his attorney has shuttled 
fruitessly through three courts 
hoping to avoid the trial. 
Mitchell filed five dismissal 
motions in Uno’s court, asking 
that the charge be dismissed 
because the ordinance under 
which the arrest was made is 
unconstitutional, the arrest was 
ftie result of entrapment, state­ 
ments made by City Attorney 


Roger Cutler amounted to 
prosecutorial misconduct, 
pretrial publicity made a fair 
trial impossible and the formal 
criminal complaint against 
Howe contained technical er­ 
rors. 
Uno denied the motions on 
July 12 He said statements by 
the prosecution and pretrial 
publicity would be considered 
during jury selection. 
Mitchell went to the state 
Supreme Court Thursday, ask­ 
ing for a “writ of extraordinary 
relief." He asked the court to 
order Uno to show cause why he 
should not be compelled to dis­ 
miss the charge. 
The justices voted 3-1 against 
intervening. 
Mitchell then turned to the 
U.S. District Court for Utah, fil­ 
ing a petition late Friday for a 
writ of habeas corpus, seeking a 
hearing on the petition and post­ 
ponement of the City Court 
trial. 
The writ sought dismissal on 
the basis that pretrial publicity 
- including statements by 
Kimball — had made a fair trial 
in Utah impossible

Even more prevalent than 
fear is the urgent desire to 
make the kidnapers pay for 
their crime. "People who do 
this type of thing need to be 
prosecuted and hung on 
national tv.” said the father of 
one of the victims. 


“Normally I don’t think you 
should take a human life," said 
mechanic Garland Verner. 
“But anyone who would terror­ 
ize school children like that 
should be hung by the heels in 
the street.” 


Verner. whose children were 
not among the kidnaped, said 
the whole town it taking the 
ordeal personally. “All 26 are 
our children," he said. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Rep. Robert D. Leggett, D- 
Calif., told the Washington Post 
that he forged his wife’s name 
when he bought his mistress a 
house and, because of another 
affair, is under investigation 
for revealing cla ssified 
information. 
The disclosure of the forgery, 
an apparent felony, was one of a 
number of revelations about 
Leggett’s private life, A t Post 
said 
Sunday, 
that 
he 
volunteered in several inter­ 
views. 
The Post said Leggett had an 
affair with a Capitol Hill 
secretary shortly after he was 
elected to Congress 13 years 
ago. She became pregnant, 
refused to have an abortion, and 
he bought a home for her on 
Capitol HU1. It said Leggett 
bought a more expensive house 
after she had a second child. 
When she insisted the home 
be in her name, the paper said, 
Leggett forged his wife Bar­ 
bara’s signature so that she 
would not find out about his se­ 
cond family. Leggett continued 
to live with his wife and three 
children and broke with his mis­ 
tress before “she became real­ 
ly right wing.” 
The Post also said Leggett 
had an affair with Sook Nai 
Park Thomson, an aide to 
Speaker Carl Albert nicknamed 
Suzi who is a naturalized U.S. 
citizen of Korean birth. Leggett 
has been under investigation by 
the FBI and Internal Revenue 
Service as a result of allega­ 
tions he received bribes from 
the South Korean government 
and may have provided clas­ 
sified government information 
to the South Koreans. 
Leggett, a member of the 
House Armed Services Com­ 
mittee, told the Post he took 


classified documents home 
with him, sometimes leaving 
them in an unattended car 
white Jie visited Ms. Thomson 
The newspaper said Leggett 
volunteered the information 
after learning that reporters 
were looking into his private 
life, although he acknowledged 
it would end his political 
career. He was unavailable for 
comment Sunday. 
When Leggett’s wife found 
out about his first affair, she 
forced him to put their home in 
her name only under threat of 
divorce. When the congressman 
tried to get her signature on a 
valid deed for the mistress’ 
home, the Post said she did so 
only under condition he sign a 
815.000 promissory note to her, 


payable if they were divorced 
or separated. 
Leggett told the paper he was 
"strapped financially," having 
liquidated a retirement plan to 
get cash and borrowed $14,000 
against his future congressional 
salary. It said income from his 
California law practice has 
declined from $80,000 to $6,000 


yearly since he took office. 
“I was always under the im­ 
pression that what you did in 
your personal life, albeit. I’ve 
stretched the point a bit..., as 
long as it didn’t affect the way 
you handled the people’s 
business, was really not the 
people’s concern,” Leggett was 
quoted as saying.
